Congressman Brodbeck in Washing­ 
ton 
Friday afternoon 
introduced 
a 
bill in the House of Representatives 
which provides for th* designation by 
the Government through the Post Of­ 
fice Department of the Lincoln High­ 
way as a post roa<! 
The Bill is us follows: “Be it enact­ 
ed by the Senate arni House of Repre­ 
sentatives 
of the I niusi 
States of 
American 
in 
Coner** ; 
assembled: 
That the Postmaster General be, and 
he is hereby, authorized and directed 
to designate as a post road the high­ 
way now- known a the Lincoln High­ 
way, as now laid out from the place 
of its commencement on the Atlantic* 
seaboard to the point of its termina­ 
tion on the Pacific coast ” 
The purpose of Mr. Brodbeck in in­ 
troducing this bill i that there lie a 
highway 
from 
the Atlantic to 
the 
Pacific Coast undet (Erect Government 
supervision and furthermore, that in 
the emergency that 
now exists, im­ 
mediate steps be 
taljcn to place this 
highway in absolutely first class con­ 
dition. 
One of 
the propositions 
in 
connection with th 
matter will like# 
ly Im* the abolishing of all toll gates 
on the road. 
By a law passed s* veral years ago 
an appropriation of millions of dollars 
was made 
by the Government to be 
used 
on a pro rata basis in 
various 
states 
for the improvement of 
post 
roads. 
The 
appropriation 
to each 
state however, 
up Iv to be 
available 
providing 
the state before receiving 
the appropriation made provision also 
for a state appropriation which com­ 
bined with th** National appropriation 
would then be used for road improve­ 
ment. 
This hill was 
referred to the Com­ 
mittee on Post Offices and Post R o a d s. 
Mr. Brodbeck will 
appear before the 
Committee arid urge immediate action 
on the bill. 
VVI ii** this measure rn on** 
of National importance affecting mil­ 
lions 
of people, it 
also has a 
local 
significance from the fact that about 
fifty 
miles of the Lincoln 
Highway 
passes through portions of York and 
Adams 
Counti* * and through 
York 
and Gettysburg, some of which is toll 
road. 
From a militai*) standpoint, should 
this road be adopted by 
the (Govern­ 
ment provision could Ik* made where­ 
by 
should anything interfere 
with 
railroad transportation there would be 
a hard stone and I laved roadway from 
the Atlantic to the Pacific that could 
be 
used for 
the passage of 
motor 
trucks of any size in the transporta­ 
tion of supplies and materials and in 
a very short time.

The absolute impossibility of (Get­ 
tysburg entertaining the encampment 
of the Uniformed Rank, Knights of I 
Pythias, the last week in August was 
pointed 
out 
at a 
meeting of 
the 
Boosters’ Club on Friday evening and 
the officers of the Knights will be so 
notified. This will not interfere with 
the convention of the civie body of 
the same organization which will be i 
held here and is expected to bring 
about 400 men and 300 women. 
It was the wish of the Uniformed i 
Rank to occupy tents while here, (Get­ 
tysburg to furnish tents, light 
and 
water, and to serve the meals during 
the five day stay.

sum of $500 and 50 cents per meul.
